MAY REORGANIZE MALITIA 


New Army Bill if Passed Will In- 


crease Malllia Forces—ProbaWy 
Two More Regiments in Wisconsin. 


Appleton, Wis., May 20.—If the 


National Guard is increased to 425,- 
000, Wisconsin will have at least two 
more regiments. While nothing has 
been given out by the adjutant gen- 
oral's office, it appears certain that 
if that increase is made the Wiscon- 
sin Guard will be entirely re-organ- 
ized, so that regiments can be con- 
centrated in more of a unit than 
they now are. 


The increase will mean promotion 


for many officers. 
Two more regi- 


ments means ten new field colonels 
and majors, meaning ten captains 
wfll be promoted. 


What territory will be tapped to 


provide for the increase is a gamble. 
It is probable that, wherever large 
armories exist and there is a belief 
that another company can be raised, 
steps will be taken for an increase. 
Obhkosh, with 33,062, now has two 
companies, and probably will draw 
the supply company in addition. 
Fond du Lac, with 18,797, has one 
company and probably will be given 
smother. The same may happen with 
Sheboygan, with a population of 26,- 
CSS. In the Third, Superior, with a 
population of 40,384, now has an 
infantry and a supply company, but 
should be able to take care of an- 
other infantry company.

REVENUE PROM FISHERMEN 


Revenue resulting to the state 


from the sale of privileges to take 
rough fish from the waters of the 
commonwealth for the year 1915- 
1'JIC amount to $11,129.07 accord- 
ing to the records just compiled by 
the conservation commission. 


There were 36 contracts issued by 


the commission, under the Jaw and 
the amount of rough fish taken was 
1,381,168 pounds, principally carp, 
suckers and buffalo. The catches re- 
ported were all the way from 232 
pounds to 241,690. Most of the fish 
were taken from the Madison, lakes 
and Beaver Dam Lake and the fish- 
ermen received 3 cents to 9 cents per 
pound for them, depending upon the 
quantity offered and the market con- 
ditions. 
The fish are shipped east 


and so'ld mostly to the poorer people 
ot the tenement districts. 


The state superintends the taking 


of the fish to prevent illict destruc- 
tion of game fish and the fishermen 
pay to the state one cent per pound 
foi the fish caken in the large nets. 
Small operators under the law per- 
mitting the use of fyke nets in the 
Winnebago reg4on pay one-half cent 
per pound. 


The season ifor contract fishing 


runs from September 20 to April 1, 
and no more will be permitted now 
until the beginning of autumn.

It is apparently becoming apparei 


to even road builders themselves thj 
the macadam road as it is built tc 
day is not a howling success. A roa 
that is good the first year, slighly ou 
of repair the second, rather poor th 
third and rotten the fourth year o 
its existence, is not lasting long ei 
ough to pay for the amount of mone 
that is necessary in building a mac 
adam road. The road that lies be 
tween Stevens Point and Plover is a 
example of this. The road was pu 
down during the summer of 191: 
It was a fine road when constructed 
and was apparently built in goo 
shape, being up to the requirement 
of the state highway commission 
who are supposed to know all abou 
road building. This road has beer 
repaired from time to time, and tor 
dressings put on, but in spite of thi 
fact a large portion of it is being re 
placed entirely this year. 


While there are things in the coun 


try that are more expensive than a 
macadam road, nevertheless the av 
erage road that is constructed in this 
manner costs enough so that it shoulc 
last longer than four years. 
If one 


ot these roads lasted for ten years 
it would be a short enough time con- 
sidering the cost. The fact that they 
go to pieces in four or less only em- 
phasizes the fact that the time will 
never come when we will have good 
loads, for the first that are built will 
have been worn out years and years 
before the last of them are construct- 
ed. 
Nbt only that, the 
different 


towns would scon become bankrupt 
in trying to keep the old roads in 
repair, which amounts to considera- 
ble after there is any considerable 
milage in existence. 


There is no question but what the 


day is coming when there will be 
good roads in every section of the 
state and country. 
The rapid In- 


crease of the automobile is bound to 
bring this about, but we very much 
doubt if macadam will be a solu- 
tion of the trouble. 
The construc- 


tion of these macadam roads should 
be stopped at once except on back 
roads where the traffic is compara- 
tively light compared with what it is, 
one one of the main highways. 


These trunk lines where thero is 


a great amount of heavy traffic should 
be build of concrete or brick; some- 
thing that is practically indestruc- 
tible, for while the cost would be 
greater in the beginning, it would be 
much less in the end, provided con- 
crete has the staying qualities that 
are claimed for it. 


We wish to say that in speaking of 


the wearing out of these highways', 
it is no criticism on the men who 
constructed them. Macadam always 
made a fine durable road until the 
heavy automobile came into use in 
such large numbers. These vehicles 
made a problem out of road building 
several years ago. 
It is ten times 


as much of a prpblem today as it 
was then for the reason that there 
are ten times as many automobiles, 
and the indications are that they 
will continue to multiply in the fu- 
ture fully as fast as they have In the 
past, if the sales this year may be 
taken as any indication of what is 
going to happen in years to come. 


SMALL POX CASE AT SPELLING 


SCHOOL CAUSES SCARE. 


The Stevens Point Journal says 


that some excitement was caused in 
the town of Plover on Thursday when 
it became known that one of the 100 
or mcne persons who attended the 
town spelling contest at the Maine 
school house the previous evening 
was sulfering from smallpox. 
The 


sick man is Robert Slack who has 
been working with the road con- 
struction crew sout.h of Plover. 
He 


is now quarantined at the home of 
his mother, Airs. B. S. Fox, at Mee- 
han. 
Prompt measures have been 


taken by the health officer of the 
town of Plover to prevent the spread 
of the disease and it is hoped there 
will be no further trouble. 


Slack had attended the contest al- 


tho he was not well, and the next 
d.ay he had called on Dr. Whiteseide 
who immediately ordered him home 
and inlo quarantine, pronouncing the 
case smallpox. 


The Maine school was closed and 


will be thoroly fumigated. The Ish- 
pnvood school, which had sent a del- 
egation to the contest, is also closed 
and will undergo the same treatment. 
It was not decided this forenoon 
whether or not the closing of the 
iljeehan school will be necessary. The 
McDill teachers and contestants ana 
he Porter school contestants, have 
been vaccinated and the health de- 
parCmekit will carry on whole.fale 
vaccinations. Dr. Whiteside has had 
excellent success in handling the in- 
lipient epidemics in the town and has 
irevented their gaining anything of 
a start. The possible effects of Wed- 
lesday evening's meeting ai"3 being 
arefully traced and measures taken 
o prevent the spread of the disease. 
Slack's case is a mild one.

REVKNUE FROM FISHERMEN 


Revenue resulting to the state 


from the sale of privileges to take 
rough fish from the waters of 
the 


commonwealth for the year 1915- 
1916 
amount to $.11,129.07 accord- 


ing to the records1 just compiled by 
tho conservation commission. 


There were 36 contracts issued by 


the commission, under the ilaw and 
the amount of rough fish taken was 
.1,381,168 pounds, principally carp, 
suckers and buffaio. 
The catches re- 


ported were .all the way from 232 
pounds to 241,690. Most of the fish 
were taken from the Madison lakes 
and Beaver Dam Lake and the fish- 
ermen received 3 cents to 9 cents per 
pound for them, depending upon the 
quantity offered and the market con- 
ditions. 
The fish are shipped east 


and so'id mostly to the poorer peo.ple 
of the tenement districts. 


The state superintends the taking 


oE the fish to prevent illict destruc- 
tion of game fish and the fishermen 
pay to the state one cent per po'und 
lot 
1 the fish taken in the large nets. 


Small operators under the law per- 
nitting the use of fyke nets in the 
Winnebago region pay one-half cent 
per pound. 


The season for contract fishing 


•uns from September 20 to April 1, 
and no more will be permitted now 
intil the beginning of autumn.

MACADAM NEEDED 


It is apparently becoming apparent 


to even road builders themselves that 
the macadam road as it is built to- 
day is not a howling success. A road 
that is good the first year, slighly out 
of repair the second, rather poor the 
third and rotten the fourth year of 
its existence, is not lasting long en- 
ough to pay for the amount of money 
that is necessary in building a mac- 
adam road. 
The road that lies be- 


tween Stevens Point and Plover is an 
exampie of this. 
The road •was put 


down during the summer of 
1911. 


It was a fine road when constructed, 
and' was apparently built in good 
shape, being up to the requirements 
of the state highway commission, 
who are supposed to know all about 
road building. 
This road has been 


repaired from time to time, and top 
dressings put on, but in spite of this 
fact a large portion of it is being re- 
placed entirely this year. 


While there are things in the coun- 


try that are more expensive than a 
macadam road, nevertheless the av- 
erage road that is constructed in this 
manner costs enough so that it should 
last longer than four years. 
If one 


ol these roads lasted for ten years, 
it would be a short enough time con- 
sidering the cost. The fact that they 
go to pieces in four or less only em- 
phasizes the fact that the time will' 
never come when we will have good 
roads, for the first that are built -will 
have been worn out years and years 
before the last of them are construct- 
ed. 
Not only thati, the 
different 


towns would scon become bankrupt 
in trying to keep the old roads in 
repair, which amounts to considera- 
ble after there to any considerable 
milage in existence. 


There is no question but what the 


day is coming when there will be 
good roads .in every section of the 
state and country. 
The rapid in- 


crease of the automobile is bound to 
bring this about, but we very much 
doubt if macadam will be a solu- 
tion of the trouble.

BASED ON POPULAR LEGEND 


Stories and Opera of Faust Had Their 


Origin in Well-Known Sixteenth 


Century Story. 


The story of the opera, "Faust," has 


its origin in an old and popular legend. 
Johann Faustus was the name of an 
astrologer, soothsayer and charlatan, 
who was supposed to have lived in 
Germany in the early half of the six- 
teenth century (from about 1-185 to 
about 1540), and to have performed 
miracles with the aid of the devil- 
who according to the legend, carried 
him away at the end of his life. Philip 
Begardi, a physician, mentions such a 
person in his "Index Sanitatis" (1539). 
The various Faust tales first appeared 
in literature at the book fair at Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main in 1587, as "The His- 
tory of Dr. Johann Faust;" the story 
there told was that of the son ot a 
peasant, who achieved distinction at 
the University of Wittenberg, but 
sought to deepen his knowledge by 
magic arts, and to that purpose sum 
moned the devil, Mephistopheles, tc 
be his servant for 24 years, when he 
was to be taken, in turn, by the devil; 
the compact to that effect was sealed

The Oxford Bible is widely known, 


but few persons are aware ot the tr»- 
mentions scale or. which it is produced. 


Tho 
Bible publications of the 
Ox- j 


ford University press have been is- ! 
sued for 300 years, and can be pub- 
lished in 150 languages and dialects. 
Every year fully six hundred tons of 
paper are used for this purpose alone. 
Orders for 100,000 Bibles are quite 
common, and the supply of printed 
sheets Is so great that an order for 
half a million copies can be readily 
filled. On an average, from thirty to 
forty Bibles are furnished every min- 
ute, and this number can readily be 
doubled. 


There are no fewer than 110 differ- 


ent editions of the Oxford Bible in 
English, varying from the magnificent 
folio edition for pulpit purposes to the 
"brilliant" Bible, the smallest edition 
of the Scriptures in the world. Of the 
revised version, 14 editions are pub- 
lished. More than one million copies 
of tho revised Now Testament had 
been ordered before tho day of publi- 
cation in May of 1881, and it Is 
rlaimcd that the workingmen of the 
establishment refused a bribe of some 
£4,000 to furnish a copy of tha book 
before the day of issue 


At a banquet hold at the four hun- 


dredth anniversary celebration of the 
beginning of the "art of printing in 
England by Caxton, Gladstone took 
into his hands and exhibited to those 
present a copy of the Bible which had 
been printed and bound entirely sinco 
midnight of the preceding day. 
The 


preparation of the "India paper" used 
b;' the Oxford University press is a 
business secret of great value. Al- 
though 
frequently imitated, it has 


never been equaled. The largest folio 
Bible printed in Oxford measures 19 
by 12 inches, and no erratum has as 
yet been found in it. Tho "Brilliant 
Text Bible" measures 3% by 2% 
Inches and is three-quarters of an inch 
thick, and, bound, weighs less than 
three ounces.

Verdun is the last of the great for- 


resses with which France has sought 
o .defend its northern frontier. 


There,, in S-13, Charles, Louis and 


jOthaire, the sons of Louis I, "the deb- 
inair," divided the empire of Charle- 
magne, brought Prance and Germany 
into existence and began the modern 
map of Europe. 


Awarded to Germany then, it came 


back to France under Henry II in 
1552. 


From that day, tho junction of the 


road that runs down the Meuse to Bel- 
gium and the road that goes straight 
from Metz to France, has been a great 
fortress. A Benedictine abbey was de- 
stroyed to put a royal keep on its foun- 
dations. 
Around it is an encircling 


ring of forts. 


Its plateau rises a steep 400 feet 


above the valley of the Meuse on the 
west, and on the east has a short pitch 
of 200 feet above the plain.

The cement 
should be applied as soon as it is 
mixed, since it hardens very quickly.

PKESDDEXT OF NORTH 


WESTERN SYSTEM DIES 


William A. Gardner, President of 


the Chicago & Northwestern Railway 
and the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lis & Omaha Railway, died late yes- 
terday at bis summer home in Oster- 
ville, Mass. 
He left his desk in Chi- 
cago about ten days ago for a brief 
rest and his end was sudden. His 
wife was with him at the- time of his 
death. 
Funeral arrangements have 


not been completed and announce- 
ments will be made later. 
The passing of the President of the 


North Western was a shock thruout 
tbe railroad world today. 
Officials 


of the lines o£ which he was head 
paid tributes*to their chief today and 
•evealed characteristics of the man 
which they believed aided him in 
caching one of the highest stations 
n the transportation world. 
Mr Gardner was 57 years old, and 


entered the service of the North 
Western as a telegraph operator in 
1878 
Since that time his advance 


has been steady, stepping upward 
rom one grade to another until 1910 


became president, succeeding Mar- 


in. rlughitt, who was made chairman 
Df the Board of Directors, and re- 
aining all former activities and in- 
erests. 
"Mr. Gardner's death is a shock to 
us " said H. R. McCullough, Vice- 
Prealdent. 
"We thought a needed 


rest would restore him to his usual 
activity. Our intimacy and associa- 
ion has extended back to our early 
official service and the entire organ- 
zation, of which he was chief, are 
with his family in mourning." 
"Mr 
Gardner' career as a. high, 


official of the North Western was 
marked by intense loyalty on the part 
of his subordinates,"'as stated by an 
officer of the road. He was a strict 
disciplinarian and an advocate of 
highest efficiency in every branch of 
railroading. But under his direction 
a spirit of general teamwork per- 
meated every department of tbe raii- 
•oad." 
He was essentially a home-loving 


man and in his home he found his 
only interest outside his business en- 
deavors. 
The story of his rise in 


the rai'iroad world is not sensational; 
it is a record of steady progress as 
A. result oi ambition based on un- 
flagging Interest in his duties. 
Mr. 


Gardner often said, "I have always 
tried to be a good subordinate—and 
a good subordinate is pretty sure to 
iave good subordinates." 
Mr. Gardner was born at Gardner, 


111., 
He entered railway service in 


3872 as telegraph operator for the 
C & A Ry. at Lemont, 111., and his 
rise since has been a steady advance 
to the presidency.

INCREASING IN USE 


It's the easiest thing in the world for 
a woman to manage a man—if she 
sn't married to him. 


About five and one half million 


pounds of artificial silk made dlrectl> 
fiom wood pulp are used annually iu 
the United States according to invest- 
igators in the Forest Products Lab- 
ralory at the University of Wisconsin. 
Originally Its principal use was in the 
manufacture of braids and trimmings 
but recently the manufacture of hose 
from artificial silk has become an in- 
dustry of vast importance. 
Other 


uses are in the making of woven 
goods of all kinds, linings, tapestries, 
neckties, libbons and sweater coats. 


Several methods of manufacture 


are followed, but the silk made from 
wood pulp is usually made by treating 
the wood pulp with a caustic lye, and 
then dissolving it in carbon disul- 
phide. 
This is then diluted with 
i 


more caustic lye to form a viscose 
which is allowed to age for some 
time. It is then forced through dyes 
to form threads which are hardened 
by a treatment with sulphuric acid, 
ammonium sulphate, and sodium bo- 
rate, or formic acid. 
After washing 


and drying, the silk is ready for use. 


The arlifleial silk problem is be- 


ing investigated by the Forest Prod- 
ucts Labnitory as a possibility for 
utilizing wod waste, and a collection 
of articles made from this material 
is on exhibit in the labratory.

from wood pu'ip are used annually iu 


I the United States according to invest- 


I i gators in the Forest Products Lab- 
1 ratory at the University of Wisconsin. 
Originally its principal use was in the 
manufacture of braids and trimmings 
but recently the manufacture of hose 
from artificial silk has become an in- 
dustry uf vast importance. 
Other 


uses are in the making of woven 
goods of all kinds, linings, tapestries, 
neckties, ribbons and sweater coats. 


Several methods of manufacture 


are followed, but the silk made from 
wood pulp is usually made by treating 
the wood pulp with a. caustic 'lye, and 
then dissolving it in carbon disul- 
phide. 
This is then diluted with 


more caustic lye to form a viscose 
which is allowed to age for some 
time. 
It is then forced through dyes 


to form threads which are hardened 
by a treatment with sulphuric acid, 
ammonium sulphate, and sodium bo- 
rate, or formic acid. 
After washing 


and drying, the silk is ready for use. 


The artificial silk problem is be- 


ing investigated by the Forest Prod- 
ucts Labratory as a possibility for 
utilizing wod waste, and a collection 
of articles made from this material 
is on exhibit in the labratory.

they have been blighted by conditions 
affecting the mother and by improper 
and insufficient care during birth.

require prospective mothers to work 
in factories almost to the day of con- 
finement is no new thing. But that 
similar losses occur in prosperous 
Wisconsin cities and rural communi- 
ties that havie no nidustrial woman 
problem is startling and more signifi- 
cant than many have realized. The 
further the study is pushed as to 
why these women and their babies

"At the last session oC the legisla- 
ture there were strenuous efforts 
made by a few men not identified 
with the school business, and one or 
moie bills introduced, to eliminato 
tho supervision ot the work entirely 
from (he state department of educa- 
tion.

There is no escaping the 'fact tliat 


the man who invented the clock and 
Ihe men wlio have since developed 
its manufacture so as to make It a. 
useful servant made a great contrib- 
ution 
to mankind. 
Nevertheless, 


measuring lime oft on a mechanical 
basis and regulating industry, mould- 
ing leisure, and fixing eating, rising, 
and retiring time lias not been an un- 
mixed blessing. Tho clock and all it 
represents has become tho master as 
well as the bervant of humanity. 


Now, according to press dispatches, 


Germany, in accordance with her ef- 
ficiency and common sense innova- 
tions has determined to change tho 
clocks to accord more nearly with na- 
ture. We are told that clocks will be 
set ahead an hour during the summer 
season. This has boon advocated fre- 
quently on sound theoretical grounds 
and it is to bo hoped that it will be 
put upon a sound practical basis. 


As a health promoting measure I 


can think of nothing costing so little 
which would secure so much.

sider a few of the advantages of 
changing the clock hours so as to 
more nearly concide with sun-hours. 
Hygienists hold that working people 
need more wholesome, outJof-door 
play and recreation, more sun light 
and fresh air.

sunlight and working to almost the 
end of the last few, we went to work 
at sunrise and stopped in the early 
afternoon. 
Consider how plentiful 


nay time would then be for baseball, 
tennis, fishing, gardening, golf, swim- 
ming, and other favorite out-door 
sports and pastimes! 


Many pale, bloodless faces of Cac- 


tory workers worild become tanned; 
tired discouraged eyes would become 
bright; 
blood that had become thin 


and sluggish would, for many, bo 
renewed and would race again, with 
the joyousness of youth. Even those 
who cared only to lounge about would 
be better off 1 the sunlight than In the 
close, stuffy air of artificially lighted 
rooms. 


And what prevents the people from 


securing this health, and these joys 


for themselves? 
I can. think of but 


one answer—Inertia. "Inertia" ac- 
cording to the-physics of definition 
"is that property of matter by virtue 
of which it retains its state ot rest or 
of uniform rectilinear motion so long 
as no foreign cause changes that 
state.." Perhaps Germany's example 
will be the foreign cause which, will 
change our state of sluggishness into 
a more purposeful state of activity 
and secure a greater measure ot both 
health and happiness.

at the stato tuberculosis hospital at 
Tomahawk Lake and after a battlo 
in which the wife of Supl. Fred 
Wright was badly bruised, made his 
RPtaway. The convict was crazed by 
drink which ho had secured in some 
way at tho little town of Tomahawk 
Lake when sent there Sunday after- 
noon on an errand. When ho became 
intoxicated a citizen notified Supt. 
Wright of his condition and men 
\veie sent to take him back to tho 
hospital.' When they got him back 
they relieved him of what remained 
ol a bottle of whisky and turned him 
loose, thinking him harmless. An- 
gered by this treatment Horn rushed 
into this office to tho superintendent, 
and seeing Mrs. Wright, attacked 
her.

Washington, Hay 18.—An optimistic 


•view of'the Mexican border situation 
•was laid before President Wilson and 
his cabinet on Tuesday by Secretary 
Baker, after a long conference with 
Major General Scott, chief of staff. 


General Carranza and his advisers 


now understand the motives of the 
Washington government more fully 
than ever before, as a result of the 
conference at El Paso between Gen- 
erals Scott and Funston and Obre- 
gon, Mr. Baker was able to tell the 
cabinet, and tension along the inter- 
national lino has greatly relaxed. 


General Scott believes that 
the 


-whole situation is less acute than it 
has been at any time since the raid 
on Columbus, N. M. 


The change in General Obregon's 


views was clearly indicated by prom- 
ises he made at the conclusion of the 
conference, 
promises 
approved by 


General Carranza, and which he is 
now carrying out with promptitude 
and vigor, according to official reports 
from army officers and consular offi- 
cials In Mexico. 
• It is these pledges which are inter- 
preted as forming an unwritten agree- 
ment. They include the following: 


"That 10,000 picked troops under 


General Trevino, the ablest of the Car- 
ranza field commanders, occupy and 
police the territory about Parral, the 
southern limit of General Pershlng's 
drive, and in other districts where 
there are no American troops; 


"Thai an effective patrol be thrown 


about the Mexican sida of the Big 
Beud region of the Texas border to 
head off tne Glen Springs and Boquil- 
las raiders; 


"That every effort be made to lib- 


erate Deemer, the American store- 
keeper captured and carried away by 
the bandits; and 


"That no troops will be moved from 


tha forces in Sonora state through 
Pulpit pass to operate in rear of 
General Pershing's force." 


This will be done to avoid the pos- 


sibility of clashes, and for the same 
reason no attempt for co-operative 
troop movements will be made unless 
It be by arrangement of the local 
commanders, American and Mexican. 


Genera! Scott said that recent re-

restaurant, escaped. 


Blasts of dynamite, set off in an ex- 


cavation for a new building directly 
north of the restaurant, unsettled the 
foundation. The restaurant was a one- 
story structure, with a two-story false 
front and the latter toppling back- 
ward, added a weight of many tons to 
the falling roof. 


A dynamite charge set off BO feet 


away from the restaurant a few min- 
utes before the disaster, is believed 
to have been the direct cause. The 
structure fell like a house of cards.

public; Thomas Clarke, Joseph Plunk- 
ett, Thomas MacDonagh. 


The official statement spoke only of 


the shooting of Connolly and Mac- 
Diarmad, but the announcement that 
all the signers were dead indicates 
that Ceannt was a third victim pf 
the firing squad. Connolly was wound- 
ed in the fighting and after the rebels' 
surrender was taken to a hospital. As 
soon as he had recovered he was court- 
martialed. 


The report of yesterday's executions 


caused great bitterness, as it was be- 
lieved that the arrival of Premier As- 
quith in Dublin would halt all kill 
ings. Apparently the shootings were 
with his consent, as he would be the 
ranking goveinmental officer immedi- 
ately upon his stepping onto Irish soil. 


Premier Asquith arrived here in the 


morning to investigate for himself 
conditions m Ireland following the re- 
cent revolt. As a result of his visit 
it is expected that martial law will 
soon be ended and civil administration 
restored. 


The premier drove through several 


streets lined by wrecked buildings 
and also viewed the damage done to 
the viceregal lodge.

Thei official statement spoke only of 


the shooting of Connolly and Mac- 
Diarmad, but the announcement that 
all the signers were dead indicates 
that Ceannt was a third victim pf 
the firing squad. Connolly was wound-- 
ed in tho fighting and after the rebels' 
surrender was taken to a hospital. As 
soon as he had recovered he was court- 
martialed. 
The report of yesterday's executions 


caused great bitterness, as it was be- 
lieved that the arrival of Premier As- 
quitli in Dublin would bait all kill- 
ings. Apparently the shootings were 
with his consent, as he would be the 
ranking governmental officer immedi- 
ately upon his stepping onto Irish soil. 


Premier Asquith arrived here in the 


morning to investigate for himself 
conditions in Ireland following the re- 
cent revolt. As a result of his visit 
It is expected that martial law will 
soon bo ended and civil administration 
restored.

LAKES SWALLOWED BY SAND 


Valleys of Northwestern Nevada Have 


in the Past Absorbed Immense 


Volumes of Water. 


The large prehistoric lake which 


flooded a number of the valleys of 
northwestern Nevada at a very recent 
geologic date, but has now passed 
away, was named Lake Lahontan, in 
honor of Baron La Hontan, one of 
the early explorers of the headwaters 
of the Mississippi. The lake covered 
approximately 8,400 square miles at its 
greatest expansion, and in its deepest 
part, the present site of Pyramid lake, 
it was at least SSO feet deep—that is, 
its surface stood approximately 500 
feet above the present water surface 
of Pyramid lake. 
The ancient lake 


had no outlet except the one that led 
straight up, its waters being dissipat- 
ed entirely by evaporation. A large 
area a few miles north of Winnemuc- 
ca is covered with sand-dunes formed 
since the disappearance of Lake La- 
hontan. The dnnes are fully seventy- 
five feet thick, s,nd their steeper slopes

Valleys of Northwestern Nevada Have 


In the Past Absorbed Immense 


Volumes of Water. 


The large prehistoric lake which, 


flooded a number of the valleys of 
northsvestoru Nevada at a very recent 
geologic date, but has now passed 
away, was named Lake Lahontan, in 
honor ot Baron La Hontan. one of 
tho early explorers ot the headwaters 
ot the Mississippi. Tho laka covered 
approximately S/tOO square miles nt its 
greatest expansion, and in its deepest 
part, the present site of Pyramid lako, 
it was at least SSO feet deep—that is, 
its surface stood approximately 500 
feot above the present water surface 
of Pyramid lake. 
Tho ancient lako 


had no outlet except the one that led 
straight up, its waters being dissipat- 
ed entirely by evaporation. A largo 
area a few miles north of Winnetnuc- 
ca is covered with sand-dunes formed 
since tho disappearance of Lako La- 
aoutau. Tho dunes are fully seventy- 
&YO feet thick, end their steeper slopes 


that the whole vast field, of sand is 
slowly traveling eastward.' This prog- 
ress has necessitated 
a number of 


changes in the roads in the southern 
part of Little Humboldt valley during 
recent years. In some places in this 
region the telegraph poles have been 
buried so deeply that they have had to 
be spliced in order to keep the wires 
above the crests of the dunes. The

A. Spencer, who by the way is the 
largest dealer in the world in paris 
green, he told the writer that the 
market situation in the stuff had be- 
come actually serious.

Mr. Spencer handles about twenty- 


five tons of paris green annually. 
Last year he had a little left over; 
he placed his order for 50,000 Ibs. 
more for this year's use, but has 
been unable to get more than 40,000 
pounds of that amount. Nor will the 
manufacturers, with whom he deals 
direct, guarantee to Mr. Spencer any 
further deliveries for this year. 


This condition of affairs indicates 


that by the time the need for the ar- 
ticle is pressing, the price will have 
made a most pronounced advance ov- 
er the present price which has al- 
ready reached 42 cents a pound. 
There seems to be no relief in sight, 
tor this year at least. 


This would seem to indicate that 


the situation is seiioas indeed when 
the price of two years ago is prac- 
tically doubled.

•V Spencer, who by the way is the 
largest dealer in the world in paris 
green, he told the writer that the 
market situation in the stuff had be- 
come actually serious.

Mr. Spencer handles about twenty- 


five tons of paris green annually. 
Last year he had a little left over; 
he placed his order for 50,000 TbS. 
nvore for this year's use, but has 
been unable to get more than 40,000 
pounds of that amount. Nor will the 
manufacturers, with whom he deals 
direct, guarantee to Mr. Spencer any 
further deliveries for this year. 


This condition of affairs indicates 


that by the time the need for the ar- 
ticle is pressing, the price will have 
made a most pronounced advance ov- 
er the present price which has al- 
ready reached 
-12 cents a pound. 


There soems to be no relief in sight, 
Tor this year at least. 
This would seem to indicate that 


the situation is serjous indeed when 
the price of two years ago is prac- 
tically doubled.
